Both images have been “liked” and shared 
tens of thousands of times on social media. 
But neither bubbled up on its own merits — 
they were prodded and boosted and given a 
leg up by their respective campaigns. Both 
the Clinton and Trump camps have enlisted 
networks of supporters to amplify select, on- 
brand messages before and during the debates. 

On Sunday, these networks were out in full 
force, retweeting dozens of designated slo- 
gans, memes and links; during the 90 -minute 
debate, and in the hours preceding it, each 
campaign sent four email blasts instructing 
their bases on what to tweet. 

Strategists call this “rapid-response”: the 
practice of shaping the election narrative in 
real time as events unfold. 

Rapid evolution 

As little as 10 years ago, “rapid-response” 
meant talking directly to reporters. Now, 
however, digital staff in both camps know 
that the day-after story about a debate relies, 
in some part, on what trended on Twitter the 
night of And so, Clinton supporters were 
asked to share the Democratic presidential 
nominee’s “I’m with her” tweet at 4:46 p.m. 
ET; five hours later, the Republican nominee’s 
supporters got a similar email prompt from 
Trump’s “Big League Truth Team.” 


“Twitter is what passes for real-time con- 
ventional wisdom now,” explained Joe Ro- 
spars, chief executive of the progressive brand 
agency Blue State Digital. “You want people 
consuming bits of the debate with your fram- 
ing on them. And you want them, through 
their RTs, to influence the press’ impressions.” 

This sort of strategy is not new, but it has 
evolved over successive elections. Rospars 
knows that first-hand: He headed President 
Obama’s digital campaigns in 2008 and 2012. 
In 2008, the Obama campaign launched an 
initiative called “Fight the Smears,” which 
basically encouraged supporters to send mas- 
sive email blasts debunking Obama rumors to 
all of their friends. In 2012, an even more ag- 
gressive effort, called the Truth Team, invited 
supporters to engage their friends by email, 
in person and on social media, “responding to 
unfounded attacks and defending the Presi- 
dent’s record.” 

This year, the objectives on both sides seem 
slightly more diffuse: not “correcting the re- 
cord,” necessarily but certainly vying for the 
larger megaphone. The Clinton campaign has 
organized a network of “Grassroots Tweet- 
ers,” which it has instructed via listserv during 
both the presidential and vice-presidential 
debates. Late last week, the Trump campaign 
launched The Big League Truth Team. 


How it all works 

Both initiatives employ similar methods, 
though their messages differ. After signing up 
on either Trump or Clinton’s website with a 
Twitter handle and an email address, the typi- 
cal volunteer receives periodic emails from 
the campaign, asking them to retweet spe- 
cific posts. Both campaigns also coordinate 
more closely with a select group of highly fol- 
lowed “digital influencers”: the Clinton cam- 
paign through a closed Slack channel, and the 
Trump campaign via conference call. 

Clinton’s campaign typically asks support- 
ers to share positive messages about her pol- 
icy or candidacy, the majority of them from 
“third-party validators” like advocacy groups, 
other Democrats, and celebrities. (Of the 
16 tweets the campaign asked supporters to 
boost last night, three involved the Afford- 
able Care Act, two discussed Clinton’s po- 
tential Supreme Court nominations and one 
praised Clinton’s senatorial record.) 

The Trump campaign, on the other hand. 


only asks supporters to retweet messages 
that have been sent by it or the candidate 
directly, and many of those messages are on 
the attack. During the debate, supporters 
were told to share 18 tweets and four 
Facebook posts, the bulk of them criticizing 
Clinton’s email scandal and her stance on the 
Affordable Care Act. 

Who’s winning? 

As to which approach is more successful, well, 
that’s exceedingly difficult to say 

Virality isn’t everything, though, and re- 
gardless of who won this round, one thing’s 
for sure: There’s a definite limit to both the 
campaigns’ and their tweeters’ power. Accord- 
ing to TweetElect.com, the single most viral 
tweet from Sunday night’s debate was posted 
by the pollster Frank Luntz, and boosted by 
neither Trump nor Clinton. 

It went viral the old-fashioned way: A lot of 
dispersed, unaffiliated individuals decided to 
retweet it.

Want someone else to 
drive your car for you? 


If you’ve ever won- 
dered what it’s like 
to have your own 
chauffeur, a new trans- 
portation service in 
Chicago will get you 
pretty close. 

AmRide, which 
was founded in 2011 
in Connecticut and 
launched in Chicago 
late last month, is 
a driver-for-hire 
company that offers 
customers a personal driver when they can’t, 
shouldn’t or don’t want to drive their own 
car. You read that right: You can now hire 
someone to drive your car FOR you. 

What services are offered? 

AmRide ’s Designated Driver Service gets 
you and your car home safely when you’ve 
had too much to drink. 

“We have a very sincere concern with road 
safety especially when it comes to drinking 
and driving and distracted driving,” said Adriel 
Rodriguez, marketing director for AmRide. 

AmRide also offers an airport service, in 
which a driver can drop you off for your flight 
and then drive your vehicle back to your 
home, as well as a personal driver service, 
which could allow you to work in the car or 
transform an evening into a special occasion. 

How much does it cost? 

» Designated driver service: $25 pickup fee + 
$2 per mile. One way 

» Personal driver service: $8.75 per 15 minutes, 
with a $35 (one hour) minimum. Round trip. 

» Airport service: A set price is determined 
based on your distance from the airport. 
Prices don’t include tax, tip and fees. 

What about the drivers? 

“We don’t hire anyone under the age of 26; 
we’re looking for responsible adults with a 
long driving history,” Rodriguez said. 


Rodriguez said that on top of background 
checks, DMV checks and drug tests, drivers 
are interviewed face to face, or over Face- 
Time or Skype. Once hired, they are trained 
in customer service and with a drivers’ 
manual. 

Your driver will be in uniform— a pressed 
white shirt, slacks and an orange tie. 

Y^u also may be wondering what the driver 
does if you’re making a one-way trip with 
your vehicle and don’t need a ride back. 

“My driver has a driver,” Rodriguez said. 

“... The second driver will follow your vehicle, 
and once you’ve reached your destination, 
the driver will go to end of driveway and be 
picked up by the second driver. 

AmRide currently has a little more than 
120 drivers, according to Rodriguez. But he 
said the company is hiring aggressively in the 
Chicago area, hoping to add at least 40 more. 

How does it compare to 
rideshare aud taxis? 

Unlike companies such as Uber and Lyft, 
AmRide does not have surge pricing. 

“What I like to say is, Uber, Lyft and 
AmRide play the same sport but different 
positions,” Rodriguez said. “Uber and Lyft 
have really taken over the taxi industry, and 
our service is much more similar to limousine 
and black car services.” 

Who are the customers? 

OBVIOUSLY, you need to have a car to use 
this service. And from the looks of it, you also 
need extra cash to throw around. 

Rodriguez said AmRide has more than 
32,000 customers and 30 corporate contracts 
and added that the typical customers are 
busy professionals and upper-income earners 
between the ages of 35 and 55. Go figure. 

They say you can’t knock it until you try 
it. But since I’m car-less and poor. I’ll stick to 
my $2.25 CTA fare.

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SOME CUBS FANS NEED A LIT¥LE FAITH TO SURVIVE EACHSEASOH

When the Cubs’ Starlin Castro cracked a 
home run in Game 3 of last year’s divisional 
playoff series against the Cardinals, Affan 
Arain was praying. 

Arain, who is Muslim, had excused himself 
from his seat and found an out-of-the-way 
spot in the Wrigley Field concourse for his 
daily evening ritual. The crowd’s roar provid- 
ed an unmistakable soundtrack, and he knew 
instantly that the Cubs had scored. 

“In the midst of that prayer,” Arain said, “I 
prayed there would be many others.” 

The Cubs went on to hit four more home

When the Dodgers finally broke through 
on Oct. 4, 1955, Sexton clasped a crucifix in 
his basement as he listened to the final outs 
against the Yankees. “For me and millions of 
others,” Sexton wrote, “a sacred day” Cubs 
fans have been longing for their sacred day for 
a lifetime. 

Sexton uses baseball as a vehicle for helping 
students think about what religion and God 
mean to them, as a way for them to contem- 
plate the world and their place in it.

Melanie Hesdorffer, an NYU student and 
Cubs fan from Winnetka who took Sexton’s 
class in the spring, said the class helped her 
to explore her faith and also made her realize 
how important the Cubs, and baseball, are to 
her. Hesdorffer, who is Jewish, wrote about 
being the only girl on her park district base- 
ball team in her application essay for Sexton’s 
class. Being a Cubs fan, she said, is “a stamp 
on my identity” 

Trips to Wrigley 
Field, she said, are 
more than baseball, 
beer and hot dogs. 

“It’s a place that 
takes on this spirit, 
this feeling that is just 
indescribable,” Hes- 
dorffer said. 

Joseph Price, a reli- 
gious studies profes- 
sor at Whittier Col- 
lege in California who 
became a Cubs fan 
while attending divin- 
ity school at University of Chicago, wrote a 
commentary piece on the culture of baseball’s 
superstitions and also wrote a book, “Round- 
ing the Bases: Baseball and Religion in Amer- 
ica.” Price’s book explores the historical links 
between the game and religion, including the 
ways that baseball reflects religious myths 
and how the sport often serves as the coun- 
try’s civil religion. 

There is alignment. Price says, between be- 
ing devoted religiously and to one’s baseball 
team. Both experiences, he said, can be life- 
shaping. 

Being a Cubs fan, an experience that often 
has ended in the team’s failure on the field and 
fans’ disappointment. Price said, allows peo- 
ple to prepare for the ultimate defeat in life: 
death. But staying loyal to the Cubs means 
that fans, he said, are immersed in the “deep 
possibility of hope.” 

In his 2004 essay. Price also writes about 
curses within religious traditions. “Curses are 
only effective as long as they are believed,” he 
said. 

The power of prayer and the belief in a 
curse was a split topic among a group of Cubs

fans at the Felician Sisters convent on Peter- 
son Avenue in Chicago, where the nuns show 
their pride with blue-and-red sweatshirts and 
wheelchair tote bags. In the hallways or the 
cafeteria, the avid Cubs fans in the convent 
make sure the others know the score from 
last night’s game. The nuns, several of whom 
played in women’s baseball leagues when 
younger, watch or listen in their rooms and 
gather in the common area for potluck post- 
season parties. 

“I pray for them a lot,” Sister Mary Clarine 
said. “When I have a feeling they might not 
make it or they might not hit that home run, 
or get their runners in, that’s when I pray for 
them.” 

Others were not 
so specific in their 
prayers, focusing 
more on the health 
and well-being of the 
players, and making 
an expression of car- 
ing. 

“I think prayers are 
important. I think 
they know that a lot 
of people are pray- 
ing for them,” Sister 
Imeldis Lubash said. 

Sexton said that especially in today’s hy- 
perstimulated world, where fans are often 
checking their phones instead of watching 
the game, baseball can provide an avenue for 
reflection. If people allow, the game’s rhythm 
and pace, chided by some as plodding, can af- 
ford fans the ability to stop and think, to both 
observe the game in great detail— the way the 
catcher sets up or the shifting of the outfield- 
ers— but also take time to think about their 
own lives. And playoff baseball, with each 
pitch magnified, will be an experience of ec- 
static moments, Sexton said, the possibility 
of failure on one hand and “potential magnifi- 
cence” on the other. 

It is this experience that leads fans such as 
Arain, a lawyer who lives in Hyde Park, to in- 
clude the team in their prayers. 

Two years ago, Arain went on the hajj, the 
Muslim pilgrimage to Mecca. He prayed for 
health, for his family and friends, and for his 
third-grade teacher. It was a time, he said, for 
reflection, when he thought about everyone 
and everything that was important in his life. 

‘And I found myself,” Arain said, “praying 
for the Cubs to win the World Series.”
